Who Celebrated His 82d Birthday

residence and did him honor on his 
passing the 82d mile-stone in his life's 
journey. Mr. Rhodes has just recov- 
eied from a severe attack of illness, 
but he sat through the serenade and 
enjoyed every note of the music. 


"These honors are too much for me," 


he said to a reporter for the Adver- 
tiser, his eyes filling up. "It is such 


of it to San Francisco, believing there 
would be a big sale for it, but unfortu- 
nately the miners had secured all the 
produce they wanted from all over the 
world, so I got comparatively nothing 
out of my shipment. I abandoned the 
plantation in 18C5, on account of the 
heavy rains and damage to my trees. 
I planted too close to me sea, and did 
not get as good results as I should. 


"While a resident of Kauai I wns 


made a member of the lower house in 
the Legislature, and served for a great 
many terms, for three of which I was 
president of the House. Politics in 
those days were different from those 
of today. I was active in the affairs 
of the country, because I was inter- 
ested and enjoyed the excitement. The 
natives were more influential In the 
old days than now, and I am sorry 
they do not recognize the fact that 
the present Government is working 
more for their welfare than the Mon- 
archy did. 


"I have always been a friend of the 


natives. I could not be otherwise to- 
day, for more than half of my life has 
been spent with them. As a member 
of the Legislature I had to go against 
two,of my dearest friends Because they 
were not, In my opinion, doing the 
correct thing for the 
Government. 


When the rioting was going on over 
the election of Kalaukaua, I begged 
Queen Emma to speak to the natives 
and stop it, but she declined. The 
cause for the overthrow cf the Mon- 
archy, I am satisfied, was the result of 
bad advice given to Llliuokalani and 
acted upon by her. I knew her brother 
well, and was with him when he died. 
Afterwards Liliuokalanl made me a 
member of her Privy Council. 


"My presence at the death-bed of 


Kalaukaua was something of a coinci- 
dence, for I was one of a number of In- 
vited guests at the home of Kameha- 
meha HIT the night he died. It was not 
a ball, but a private party, and after 
we had assembled Queen Emma came 
into the room and told us that the 
King was not well enough to se« us.

The Hong Kong Weekly Press of 


February 3d, discusses the Pacific ca- 
ble scheme from the point of view of 
China. The Press says: 


The question of laying a cable across 


the Pacific from some point on the 
West coasi of North America to Japan 
and Eastern Asia is still under very- 
careful consideration, not only in the 
United States, the Dominion of Canada 
and Great Britain, but also in the land 
of the Rising Sun. In the latter coun- 
try a commission has recently been 
sitting to investigate the question and 
to collect information. They estimate 
the cost of laying a telegraphic cable 
from Japan via Hawaii to San Fran- 
cisco 
at $13,680,000. Including 
two 


steamers. The gross receipts per an- 
num are estimated at $1,674,000, and 
the expenditure-at $999,000. The Pa- 
cific Cable Commission, sitting In Loa- 
don, is still at work, but its delibera- 
tions are conducted in such secrecy 
that nothing is known as to what is 
likely to he the result. According to a 
Canadian press dispatch the reports of 
the doings of the conference, which had 
ireviously been issued by the Colonial 
Office, have been stopped owing to the 
desire of the existing companies to hin- 
der the project. The same authority 
states that the Canadian delegates had

Australian Colonies and New Zealand 
are very anxious to have cable com- 
munication, over a British line, with 
Canada. A scheme for laying a cable 
from San Francisco first to the Hawaii- 
an Islands, and thence to Hong Kong 
via Luzon, is now before the United 
States Congress, and the people of 
California are pressing for this to be 
inaugurated with all the influence they 
can muster. 


It will thus be seen that there are 


at the moment rival projects for sup- 
plying the great want of direct tele- 
graphic communication between East- 
ern Asia and the American Continent. 
That one of them will before long 
emerge into the domain of accomplish- 
ed fact there can be small reason to 
doubt. The present system Is not only 
roundabout and tedious, but it consti- 
tutes an expensive monopoly which 
will not long be tolerated In America, 
whatever may be the case in Eastern 
Asia. The Joint Telegraph Companies 
occupy an exceptionally strong posi- 
tion, and will naturally do all they can 
to retain it. They Have been able, ow- 
ing to the high rates maintained, not 
only to pay substantial dividends, but 
to build up large reserve funds. The 
Great Northern Telegraph Company, 
in particular, has done well in this 
respect, having accumulated a reserve 
of nearly a million sterling, and their 
€10 shares are now quoted on the 
stock market at £25 per share. Th'e 
companies have unquestionably main- 
tained a good and efficient service, and 
in numerous ways have studied the in- 
terests of their constituents. The re- 
cent reduction made in rates to south- 
ern cpuntries, to India, to Africa, Aus- 
tralasia, and elsewhere, and the prom-, 
ised reduction in the rates from Eu- 
rope in July next show that they are 
not unmindful of public opinion, which 
demands a cheaper rate for telegraphic 
means of communication. The increase,

all Cubans.

in mind that our only and exclusive 
motto is the absolute independence of 
Cuba, and that our only purpose is 
the establishment of a democratic, fre« 
and sovereign republic.

The proposed 
aw puts full control of 4be liquor 
raffle in the hands of the Governor, 
mt eliminates from the South Caro- 
ina law the profit system.

vhich in turn appoints county commls- 
ions and they appoint local dispen- 
ers, all liquor being handled through 
he State commission with a sufficient 
irofit attached to pay all expenses of 
he different boards and dispensaries. 
No liquor is to be sold at retail to be 
runk upon the premises and minors 
r drunkards are prohibited from re- 
eiving it. It is to be sold only in 
.uantities not less than half a pint 
or more than five gallons. The pro- 


moters are confident the measure will 


ass the Senate.

SEAKLE3 QUKSTIOXED. 
Committee Wishes to Know 
About Stock Increase. 


NEW YORK, N. Y., Feb. 19.—The 


legislature committee investigating the 
trusts and monopolies in this State re- 
sumed its inquiry this morning. Mr. 
Searles was on hand early and his ex- 
amination was continued. Mr. Searles 
said there was very little profit irf the 
business for five years before the trus«- 
was formed and denied that there was 
a sevenfold capitalization of the stock 
after the consolidation of the refiner- 
ies. 


He acknowledged that consumer 


had not received the full benefit of the 
decrease in the price of raw material 
He said that the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company was not a monopoly 
or a quasi-monopoly in any sense o: 
the word; that it was formed in th" 
interest of the consumer and that there 
was no reason why the State should 
interefere with its business in any 
particular. 


In reply to another 
question Mr 


Searles said that he believed there was 
as much labor if not more employed 
now than before the consolidation. 


Lawyer Fuller was then recalled as 


an expert and said that the sugar 
trust was formed to reduce expanses, 
and there was more machinery in use 
now than when it was formed, conse- 
quently less men. 


Mr. Searles said that the price of 


sugar was fix^d by the daily state of 
the market and not by the refining 
company. He explained that the qual- 
ity rate book accepted by the grocers 
and the companies only dealt with the 
freight. This contrast, th« wiUK-se ad- 
mitted, was to htfimp out competition, 
but was equally for the benefit of the

TEPIC, Mexico, February 18.—The 


seismic disturbances which have been 
felt for the last three months along 
the coast have been much more pro- 
nounced during the past week and <fe~tf 
Saturday the old volcano of Ceboruco 
began an active eruption. This was 
one of the smaller volcanoes and has 
never, in the memory of man, done 
much damage. The fires have never 
died out, and there have always been 
smoke and noxious gases arising from

The Samoa Herald of Feb. 20, says 


that if rumor is to be credited, Sa- 
moa is threatened with another cf 
those ridiculous and abortive tribal 
wars which *ave done so much to 
make the group the laughing stock 
of the world. That is, so far as the 
world troubles itself about us at all, 
for the civilized peoples of Europe 
and America have grown tired of at- 
taching weight to the disputes of a 
handful of semi-civilized natives, in- 
habiting an Island 
group, 
which, 


apart from its central position, is of 
no particular importance in the com- 
merical economy ^of the globa. The 
very attitude of 'the three Powers, 
around whose diplomatic 
aecks the 


Berlin Treaty hangs like a milstone, 
proves this. Here axe three consuls, 
Intelligent, 
cultured, 
business-like 


men, who meet frequently, and who 
know, or profess to know, all that is 
going 
on. 
Yet these gentlemen, 


though the Governments which they 
represent are pledged to maintain the 
integrity of the Samoan kingdom, and 
to keep a monarch, no matter how 
impotent, on the throne, are unable 
to stop the farce which is in progress. 
No doubt, in their private conclaves, 
the Consuls have fully determined up- 
on their course of action, but the very 
secrecy which necessarily surrounds 
their deliberations destroys its real 
«ffect in the eyes of the natives. 
Hu- 


manely speaking, there is every rea- 
son against allowing the Samoans to 
go to war, and from a 
commercial 


point of view the argument is equal- 
ly strong. There is certain to be a 
loss, through the falling off in the 
production of copra, whilst even the 
most unscrupulous of {raders no long- 
er pretends that there is any money 
to be made by Europeans out of Sa- 
moan warfare. 
Consular regulations 


have been drawn so strictly, and every 
source of leakage is so closely watch- 
ed, that the sale of arms and ammuni- 
tion has become almost an' impossi- 
bility, or If possible, too dangerous 
to be risked. 
Indeed, if the Samoana 


really mean to'fight, it is difficult to 
see where they are going to get the 
ammunition to carry on a prolonged 
conflict, and this is one of the factors 
which tell most strongly in favor of 
peace. But a still stronger 
factor 


would be the presence of two or three 
men-of-war In Samoan waters. No 
doubt the natives have taken advan- 
tage of the hurricane season, when 
the Consuls are left without naval 
support, to work up the existing situ- 
ation, but it is to be hoped that even 
the prospect of encountering a cyc- 
lone will not prevent the despatch, as 
soon as the nows reaches Australia, 
of one or two vessels capable of put- 
ting an end to the present crisis.

Hawaiian Baseball League was held in 
Bishop's Bank yesterday. Col. J. H. 
Fisher acted as chairman, in the ab- 
sence of H. M. Whitney, Jr. The fol- 
lowing delegates were present: J. 0. 
Carter, Jr., Harry WHder and Tom 
Price, of the Stars; A. H. Moore, J. F. 
O'Connor and Captain Coyne of the 
First Regiments; James A. Thompson 
and Pat Gleason of the St Louis Club. 


J. 0. Carter, Jr., was elected secre- 


tary pro tern. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and accepted. 


James A. Thompson made an appli- 


cation for the admission of the St. 
Louis team into the league. Granted. 


The following proposition of the 


Maul Baseball team was read by J. 0. 
Carter, Jr.: 


"KAHULUI, Maui, Jan. 25, 189.7. 


"Mr. J. O. Carter, Manager Star Base- 


ball Club: 
"Dear Sir:—In behalf of the Maui 


ball players, and as a representative of 
my team, we put before you and the 
Honolulu Baseball League a proposi- 
tion for consideration, a$ found below. 


"That after a most successful meet-

Japan, 


The launching near Pearl City of a 


cotton-growing experiment, to be car- 
ried out on the most approved lines of 
;he Southern States, has revived inter- 
est in the subject, one which was given 
considerable attention in the Islands 
soon after the American war. It has 
been found that the finest species of 
iotton are grown in many flower yards 
of Honolulu and in the outlying dis- 
tricts. Mr. Tracy has a tree of Sea Isl- 
and cotton, of fine fiber and superb sta- 
ple. The tree is several years old and 
aears continuously. Dr. Emerson has 
a small tree of herbaceous cotton, the 
while short-staple product of the South. 
At Montano's place in Manoa is a tree 
of Sea Island cotton, which, however, 
on acconnt of age, perhaps, produces 
an inferior fiber. This tree has been 
grown 
without 
Irrigation. 
Besides 


these, many other splendid specimens 
are now being cultivated in and»near 
the city. 


With the quickened interest in the 


promising industry, there has been a 
call from all sides at the office of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture for seed 
One of the two bags of fine Sea Island 
seed, imported from the South by the 
Pearl City experimenter, and left with 
the Commissioner, has been distributed 
and the last one will be opened today. 
The seed will be given to any one wish- 
ing to make bona-flde experiments. In- 
structions as to cultivation will also be 
furnished. 


Mr. Marsden has become a bit en- 


thusiastic on the subject, and will plant 
an experiment on a piece of Govern- 
ment land back of Punchbowl. In all 
probability he will "put in" about two 
acres. The experiment will be mad6 to 
establish the 
distance required by 


plants, the possibility for successful 
pruning and the adaptability of the 
valleys to the product. 


The seed now at hand produces the 


finest cotton known to commerce. It is 
a glossy, silky fiber with the largest 
staple grown. On the market it com- 
mands twice, that'of the white, upland 
species of the United States. From the 
time of planting to harvest is not more 
than four months, and, it is believed 
four full crops can be produced in 12 
months. If experiments now underway 
prove what are believed to be facts, the 
same trees may be utilized continuous- 
ly for an indefinite number of years. It 
is believed that the yield here must be 
three to four times as great as on the 
islands off the coast of Georgia, and 
the expense of cultivation much less 
than there.

cotton on the market is at hand. Mr.

The new Chinese Hospital, or Wai 


Wa Yee Yuen, with its cottages and 
grounds, were thrown open to the pub- 
lic yesterday afternoon for the first 
time. It was the occasion of its dedi- 
cation to the noble work which it will 
perform from day to day, and an occa- 
sion which showed a concentration ot 
the kindly spirit and generosity on the 
part of the Chinese of the city,, the 
Government and others having ilu- wel 
fare of the Chinese at heart. 
There were gathered in the large 


room on the lower floor a number of the 
principal Chinese merchants of the 
city, together with the following for- 
eigners: Chief Justice and Mrs. Judd, 
Rev. and Mrs. C. M. Hyde, Rev. and 
Mrs. O. H. Gulick, Rev. and Mrs. Hir- 
am Bingham, Mr. and Mrs. Prank Da- 
mon, Dr. and Mrs. Burgess, Mrs. Whit- 
ney, Rev. Sereno Bishop, Mr. W. W. 
Hall, Rev. Alex. Mackintosh, Rev. 
Leadingham, Dr. Sloggett, Mr. Henry

To this re- 
quest I most willingly respond in view 
of the worthy cause which has called 
us together and the noble possibilities 
of aid and benefit to the .sick and suf- 
fering, which are here suggest^!. Our 
city is highly favored, in the opportuni- 
ties which are offered, from tim* to 
time, of witnessing gathering? -/here 
representatives of different nationali- 
ties meet, in harmonious union, to p'are 
with prayer and praise some new mile- 
stone on the great highway of hun'en 
development. Perhaps nowhere in the 
wide world is this more the case th-.'n 
here in this beautiful mid-oceai capi- 
tal. A traveler, who had watch"! inrn 
our harbor the play of rainbows, which 
at times makes of Nuuanu Valley a 
veritable wonder-world of prismatic 
beauty, once remarked to his host: 


"Your land would seem to he under 


a peculiar covenant." 


In many ways is this figurative illus- 


tration realized in our civic life and 
with striking emphasis on such an oc- 
casion as this. 


It is a privilege to be allowed to ex- 


press on behalf of our Chinese friends 
the cordial welcome which this after- 
noon they extend to all of different na- 
tionalities who have here gathered. I 
am sure, also, that I am voicing the 
feelings of all their guests in saying 
that it gives us unalloyed pleasure and 
satisfaction to witness this splendid 
expression of their desire to assist the 
afflicted among their countrymen and 
trust that their highest expectations 
will be fully realized. 


While this hospital is not in the tech- 


nical sense a missionary institution, 
and is under the control of no religious 
body or denomination, still, I most truly 
believe that the buildings, in which 
we here meet to dedicate to the high 
and sacred service of suffering human- 
ity are an expression, in tangible form 
of the great onward movement in,the 
life of the race, which receives its su- 
preme impulse from the Divine Found- 
er of Christianity, as formulated in the 
"Golden Rule " While we should not 
ignore the fact that under different 
systems of belief and in many lands, 
efforts havp been made to lighten the 
burdens which poverty and disease 
have laid upon the unfortunate; still, it 
la-indisputable that Christianity is pre- 
eminently the religion of philanthropy, 
and while ministering to the soul, pro- 
claims the necessity of healing the body 
as well. It Is, hence, most fitting today 
that the Divine blessing should !*• in- 
voked upon this important nnd benefi- 
cent undertaking, and It Is significant 
that our Chinese friends have recog- 
nized the value and propriety of this 
fact. While I would emphasize above 
all the utterances of all earthly sages 
the utterances of the Great Healer, it 
may not here be out of plnoe to refer to 
the many and inspiring maxims \\hioh 
the leader of Chinese thought.

increasing. 


Schools of medical training are multi- 
plying, and carefully trained phys'ciana 
are being raised up from the Chinese 
themselves. The influence of this fine 
enthusiasm and consecrated skill is 
reaching in numberless directions, and 
the Chinese, outside of missionary cir- 
cles, are beginning to share in this 
noble work. One of the notable con- 
verts to the value of Western medical 
science is the venerable and distin- 
guished Viceroy LI Hung Chang, whose 
name is so widly known. May this 
glorious 
emulation 
increase 
till, 


'hroughout that vast and mighty em- 
pire, at the bedside of every sufferer, 
jhall be found a sympathetic and skill- 
ed ministrant. 
To return to our immediate surround- 


ings: As those who have been prin- 
cipally interested in this hospital are 
not likely to refer to their own share 
in this undertaking, I cannot omit to 
call attention to the faithfnl labors of 
the different gentlemen, who have so 
unwearily labored In its behalf. While 
all are entitled to receive the warmest 
thanks of the community and their 
countrymen, I feel sure that all will re- 
joice with me today in paying a -well- 
deserved tribute of respect to our hon- 
nred and esteemed fellow-citizens, Mr 
Goo Kim Fui and Mr. Wong Kwai 
president and vice president of the 
United Chinese Society, respectively 
Mr. Chu-jem and Mr. Wong Wa Foy 
president and vice president of the 
Hospital Association, and the other of- 
ficers of these organizations, who have 
given themselves with such whole- 
hearted devotion to this work. 


It is on such occasions as this when 


a common interest in the highest wel- 
fare of humanity unites us in sympa- 
thetic accord that we realize to some 
extent the glorious conception of a 
universal brotherhood. May the In- 
spiring lesson of this afternoon's ex- 
perience abide with us as a stimulus to 
labor for the more perfect realization 
of this ideal, for the more complete at 
tainment of this most desirable possi 
bihty. 


An interesting part of the afternoon's 


exercises, was the presentation of the 
keys by Mr. Wong Wa Foy, chairman 
of "the Building Committee, to Mr. Goo 
Kim, president of the United Chinese 
Society. Mr. Wong Wa Foy said- 


"Four months ago I was appointed 


to superintend tiie building of this hos- 
pital. I went tdikvork at once, and now 
have the pleasure of seeing a success- 
ful close, with everything paid for. The 
sum of $4,000, which the building cost 
I consider very cheap. I have now the 
pleasure of handing over to you, Mr 
President of the United Chinese So- 
ciety, the keys of this hospital, feel- 
Ing that my work is finished, and hop- 
ing that all things in connection with 
it may be entirely satisfactory to all 
those "interested in the welfare of the 
Institution. I now request. Mr. Presi- 
dent and officers of the society, that 
you will relieve me of all further re- 
sponsibility." 


Mr. Goo Kim thanked Mr. Wong Wa 


Foy for the good work he had done 
and then addressed the audience in i 
jfew words of English, after which h< 


I resorted to his native tongue, giving 
here and there a word or two of Eng- 
lish, so that the foreigners might no' 
lose the thread of thought His address 


j as translated and read bv L T Tshin 
was as follows-

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tho^e who are and have been for some 
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providing for our own poor and sick, 
uml by never being selfish in such char- 
itable matters as may have been prop- 
ei ly brought to our notice. We have 
endeavored to he pood citizens with 
,"ood peonle in n srood country. 


Por upwauls of -0 yeais the care anrt 


treatment of our sick and maimed has 
reveh ed oui serious attention. It has 
been a matter of graie anxiety, to us, 
as well as of pi eat difficulty, and an 
expense that enn only be appreciated by 
us who have disbursed the funds en- 
trusted to us for so worthy and broth- 
ei ly an object. 


We have hod c-nise to be often grate- 


ful to many in this land who are not 
allied to us bv the kinship of national 
birth, and especiallv to the Govern- 
ments of this country for their timely 
and kindly assistance in the past. 


In this connection I now take the op- 


portunity, on behalf of my associates 
and fellow-officers of the United Chi- 
nese Society, and Jn the name, also. 
of my fellow countrymen in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, of expressing jto the 
Hawaiian Government their gratitude 


nd great indebtedness for the magnan- 
mous and munificent gift of the land 
,pon which this building now stands 
n its finished perfection. Without this 
ubstantial aid we might have been 
ompelled to wait some years longer 
or our hospital. 
We Chinese have tender and sympa- 
hetic memories, and we shall ever 
reasure in our families, and in our 
hearts, this kindly and considerate ac- 
ion of the Government of Hawaii. - We 
shall remember it not in idle words 
alone, but in fruitful deeds art* in faith- 
:ul truth as our own guiding principles 
are implanted from our childhood In 
our hearts. 


As I do not desire to detain you with 


details, I will therefore briefly say that 
this building has been erected by our- 
selves, and when the first suffering pa- 
tient enters these doors it will be ready 
lor his reception, and not only will all 
:he expenses for its construction and 
lurnishing have been paid, amounting 
:o $4,000, but a small balance will re- 
main on the right side to the credit ot 
the Hospital Maintenance Fund. 


The management will be under the 


control of trustees appointed by the 
United Chinese Society, who will use 
:heir best endeavors to give satisfac- 
:ion to all friends and supporters of 
:his much needed institution. 


So far, we have raised this building 


from our society's funds and from con- 
tributions from our fellow countrymen 


these Islands. We have arranged" for 


the past and present, and now we look 
to the future with hope and reliance. 
My associates and myself feel assured 
that in this country of kindly hearts, 
replete as it is with wealth, prosperitv 
and true charity, the necessary aid to 
maintain this hospital for the benefit 
of our poor and needy sick will be 
forthcoming from all nationalities resi- 
dent here without urgent solicitation on 
our part. We shall require some out- 
side assistance to make it as beneficial 
as it should be. 


We shall do our best, but there are 


few but ourselves can even faintly esti- 
mate the deep drafts made upon us for 
the support of our poor and sick, anc 
in returning them to their own land in 
their decripit old age. The love of fam- 
ily and kin lies deep in our hearts, anc 
our hands must ever be generous, but 
we — as you are also taught in your 
good book — must not let the left hand 
know what the right hand does. 


I, therefore, on behalf of the sick anc 


suffering who will soon be within these 
walls, appeal to you and to all our 
friends to grant such aid to our Hos- 
nital Maintenance Fund in such form 
and amount as may suggest itself to 
your dispositions. A donation, an an- 
nual, semi-annual or quarterly sub- 
scription, will be gratefully received 
by Mr. Wong Kwai, myself, or our 
treasurer, and we shall always be 
pleased to have visitors call and in- 
spect our hospital and take an interest 
in its afflicted and unfortunate inmates 


And now, dear friends, let me thank 


you, one and all, for your kind pres- 
ence here today. Your friendly faces 
fill us with courage, hope and faith for 
the future of our first hospital for 
Chinese, which I now, on behalf of the 
United Chinese Society, declare to be 
from this moment open in the cause 
of suffering humanity, whose pains 
shall be alleviated and comforted by 
patient attention and loving assistance 
until health and strength shall gain 
the victory over death and disease. 


In the silence of your hearts, join 


with me in wishing every blessing upon 
this building and its future Inmates 
and that those who conduct it and 
watch over the sick and infirm may be 
guided by wisdom, integrity and fidel- 
ity in their beneficent and important 
trust. 


Mr. Hee Chick Sin, editor of the Ha- 


waiian Chinese News, read a piece oi 
poetry in Chinese, after which followed 
a short adrlress bv Mr. Woner Kwai 
assistant Chinese Commercial Agent, 
in his native language. 


With a few appropriate words anc 


expressions of hope that the work o! 
the hospital would be well carried on 
Mr. Goo Kim presented the keys ol 
the institution to Mr. Chu Kem. the 
president, who responded in the fol- 
lowing words: 
Ladies and Gentlemen 


On behalf of the Chinese Hospital So- 


cietv I bid you welcome. WTe are as- 
sembled here today to open the first 
Chinese Hospital m the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, something that has long been 
needed; and we. as a society, take 
great pleasure in showing you the suc- 
cessful results of our labors, and at 
the same time we sincerely trust that 
its advantages and usefulness mav be- 
come well nnd and favorably known to 
the Chinese on these Islands. 


We are deeplv indebted to this Gov- 


ernment and its Cabinet officers for 
their readv response in donating the 
land on w h i c h this building now stands 
nnd for this ;is n people and society 
uc w i l l be e\er prnteful 
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society will prove faithful to their. 
rust, and that this building will mark 
an era in our march onward and up- 
ward. 


On behalf of our society I thank you 


'or your presence and kind attention. 


Next came the singing of a hymn in 


Jhinese and English. The benediction 
which followed, was pronounced by 
Rev. C. M. Hyde, and the exercises were 
at an end. 
Firecrackers on the outside were set 


off at once, and the visitors roamed 
from place to place on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the splendid buildings. Light 
refreshments were served.

another. As for me, I have made my 
portion, and I am satisfied to go it easy 
and see the world. In 1896 with my wife 
and family I took a trip to Europe, visit- 
ed my old home and had a good time. 
This year I came down here, and I like 
the people, the place and the, scenery, 
come here, invest my money and spend 
and if you will only become a part of 
the United States I will be satisfied to 
come here, invest my money and spends 
six months in the year. 


"In Nevada we have snow at this sea- 


son of the year. Here you have almost 
perpetual summer, and that is what I 
like. 


"I can name a hundred people, in and 


around Virginia City and Carson, who 
10 or 15 years ago, were worth a mil- 
lion or so each. Today they have noth- 
ing—gone through their speculative 
proclivities. Take Senator Jones, too 
I knew Tilm when he could count his 
millions on the fingers of both hands. 
I knew him, too, when, in 1880, he 
didn't have a dollar to his name and 
owed money. But today, thanks to good 
management, he is worth four or five 
millions. He is the best friend I ever 
had, next to my mother, and a man 
for whom I have the greatest respect 
I have worked under him as a miner 
and as a foreman; today, we are close 
friends. I have seen him and Mackey 
Flood and O'Brien grow from poor to 
rich men, and there has "been no change 
in the relations between myself and 
those who are living. Hike Hawaii 
and I believe you have a great future 
before you. but you must have a great 
government behind you to give you 
stable government. 
Considering your 


geographical position. I would say the 
United States should be your country." 


Mr. Prater is a merchant of Virginia 


Citv. and has amassed a fortune there 
in tt>e last 20 years. For five years pas' 
he has traveled on the continent oT 
Europe with his wife and two sons. He 
will return to his home in Nevada b> 
the first steamer, but will probably visit 
here again before the end of the year 
He is satisfied with openings here for 
investment of capital, and will prob- 
bablv become interested in one Ho- 
nolulu enterprise. 


N. C. Prater Tells of Life Among 


Mlners-Ever<y One Buys Stocks 


and Some Get Rich. 


"Nevada ib essentially a gambling 


State," said N. G. Prater, of Virginia 
City, yesterday, "so that the world at 
large should not find fault with 'the 
fact that the Governor has signed a 
bill, giving the promoters of the Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons fight the right to car- 
ry on their business in that State. I 
can see no reason why scientific men 
should not do battle with their fists 
when college men are permitted to 
knock out each other with their feet 
on the gridiron. 
However, that is a 


matter of taste. Nevada is essentially 
a gambling State, so that there is no 
reason for the public to make a kick. 
Personally, I am opposed to having 
anything take place which savors of a 
gambling nature. I am rather in favor 
of uplifting humanity. 


"So far as Nevada is concerned, let 


me tell you that whatever surplus is 
left from a man's wages is invested 
in stocks. Some people would call it 
gambling, but that is not genteel. Ten 
years ago there were 25 stock boards in 
Virginia City, and you would find there 
every morning 2,500 women, wives of 
the miners, investing their money in 
stocks. Some of them lost, others won. 
It was a gambling proposition from be- 
ginning to end. Every man; fhat is, a 
miner, in Nevada draws $4 per day. At 
the end of the month his wife, who is 
cook and cashier of the home, pays the 
bills. Whatever is left goes to the 
stock board, and the home is richer or 
poorer, as the luck goes. I^et me give 
you a bit of my own experience. 


"I came out from Cornwall, England, 


a poor boy—was born without a shoe or 
stocking on my feet and lived and 
worked that way until I was almost old 
enough to vote 
America offered in- 


ducements that Cornwall did not. I 
journeyed to Nevada and took a posi- 
tion in the mines with pick and shovel 
at a wage of $4 per day. In July, 1885. 
Crown Point, the mine in which I 
was working, was on the stock market 
at $2.!>0 per <?hare

had earned, besides my expenses, 1 gave 
Senator Jones to keep for me. On the

The following, 
from the London 


Syren, will be appreciated by many who 
recall with a tinge of sadness, the glor- 
ious days when the Yankee clipper was 
Mistress of the Seas: 


"It is saddening to reflect that in less 


than 10 years not a single American 
wooden full-rigged ship will grace the 
wrinkled face of old ocean. With stud- 
ding sails set on both sides, three sky- 
sails towering aloft, and often other 
curiously named light sails well in evi- 
dence, the American clipper was a sight 
to gratify the requirements of even the 
most exacting seaman. The starry flag 
was under every sky, and our docks 
were full of attractive sailing ships 
owned in the United States, and pre- 
ferred as freight carriers before those 
of any other nation. British ships were 
long and narrow, built to evade an ob- 
noxious tonnage law. American ships 
had more beam and were more sea- 
worthy in every way than our own 
Sail could not be carried on the coffln- 
shaped craft under the red ensign 
whose masters had the mortification 
of observing the broad-beamed Ameri- 
can clipper come tearing aldng under a 
cloud of canvas, while the instability 
of their ships compelled them to be 
snugged down. Immediately the per- 
nicious tonnage law was repealed, Brit- 
ish shipowners and builders success- 
fully competed atrainst their near kin 
from the other side of the Atlantic 
Nothing has ever equaled the perform- 
ance of the far-famed Thermopylae 
then belonging to the Aberdeen White 
Star line. Sail had reached its merid- 
ian altitude, and gradually declined in 
n glorious effulgence. The verv fast- 
est of America's clippers, pome of which 
were most marvelous record-breakers 
paled before the Thermopylae. Steam 
has nowhere proved more fatal to sal' 
than in the United States' foreign trade 
Cap'til finds much to do in America in 
railways, agriculture and internal de- 
velopment of various kinds. A self- 
contained country, quite natural!} per- 
haps, regards the ocean-carrying trade 
as of merely secondary consideration 
Consequent^, the starry flag is now 
very seldom seen in ports abroad, ex- 
joppt it is flvinp on one of the wnr«hlp» 
'of America's modern fleet, concerning 
which hT rltirens are jnsth proud "

NARROW ESCAPE. 


HORSES INJURED 


Two Arrivals by the S. 


G. Wilder Fare Badly. 


Otis Spulding Falls Into a Boat 


and Injures Himself. 


It has just come to light that Oti- 


B. Spalding of Kauai had a very nar- 
ow escape from death on his last trip 
o his home on the W. G. Hall during 
he morning of February 4th. The 
tcpmer had arrived at the landing 
>Uce of his home during the early 
norning. Spalding got his traps read) 
and went to the side of the vessel to 
get into the boat. Two passengers be- 
ore him jumped into the boat and 
were caught and kept from falling by 
he native sailors. No such good luck 
or Otis. He jumped and fell head- 
ong in the boat, striking his forehead 
iolently. In an insensible condition 
he lay in the boat, and grave fears 
were entertained as to his recovery. 


Mr. Spalding was carried to Kealia, 


where during the whole of that day he 
remained in a dazed condition. He was 
no better on the next day, and for a 
veek he suffered agonies. Slowly he 
began tp get better under his physi- 
cian's care, and now he is almost well 
again. It was a case of concussion of 
;he brain with Mr. Spalding.

:hey were examined and their injuries 
ound to be so bad that Humane Officer 
Helen Wilder was sent for. Sho ar- 
rived at Dr. Shaw's place about 1 
o'clock, and after a brief examination, 
elephoned for Marshal Brown. He 
could not be found, and so Deputy 
Marshal Hitchcock was sent for. After 
a consultation the two officers went 
down town together and found Marshal 
3rown at the police station. 


Together 
the three went to Dr 


Shaw's and, returning to town. Mar- 
shal Brown sent an officer aboard i 
S. G. Wilder with a penal summons ff r 
Captain McNeill to appear in the Po~ 
ic^ Court before Judge De La Vergne 
this morning.

In an editorial published February 


10, the New Zealand Herald discusses 
the question of shifting the Mail line 
of steamers from Auckland to Welling- 
ton, and sets forth the advantages de- 
rived from maintaining the present 
service. The editorial states that the 
question of the trans-Pacific mail serv- 
ice is being revived from different 
quarters, and there is considerable 
likelihood that ere long it will be in 
evidence as a disturbing factor in poli- 
tics. It is a subject of interest to those 
•who still hope to see an alternative 
service with Vancouver established by 
a subsidy from the Parliament of New 
Zealand, and it is becoming again a 
subject of discussion to some of our 
friends in the South, who are desirous 
of seeing the port of call from the San 
Francisco route shifted from Auckland. 
The service as hitherto conducted has 
generally fulfilled the conditions so 
well that an alteration in either of 
these directions cannot be maintained 
on the grounds of anything of the na- 
ture of inefficiency or failure. 
But 


Auckland, in common with a large part 
of the rest of the colony, has not favor- 
ed a subsidy towards the establishment 
encouragement and improvement of the 
of the new service, beliveing that the 
existing San Francisco service would 
be more beneficial and less costly to 
the colony. 
The Herald says that judging from 


the conduct of the service in the past 
it has taken two days longer on the 
Wellington route than It has on the 
Auckland route, and that this- should 
be considered one of the reasons why 
the present route to Auckland should 
be continued. The claim that Welling- 
ton is nearer Sydney should not be 
considered a reason for a change, as a 
wide detour must be made to approach 
Wellington. 


The Herald continues: Indeed, it may 


with safety be said that the Australian 
authorities could never be Induced to 
grant any financial assistance to a 
service making a wide detour from the 
direct line by which the mails should 
travel. It may be confidently antici- 
pated that, should even the promoters 
of the alternative service by Vancou- 
ver elect to make Wellington the port 
of New Zealan call, this would not be 
regarded in New South Wales as meet- 
Ing the conditions requisite on which 
the colony's subsidy of €10,000 a year 
is given to the Vancouver mail service. 
Ge"cc-?phy appears to have definitely 
settled the question of the New Zea- 
land port of call in any Australian 
trans-Pacific service, and the dictum is 
not to be reversed either by contro- 
versy or local claims.
